Banks.—The principal features disclosed by the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 35lst March are a substantial increase in deposits, both. 
interest bearing and current accounts, and a corresponding increase in 
the advances made. Compared with the corresponding period of last 
year, there was a decrease of £5,119,301 in current accounts, and in. 
deposits as a whole of £2,494,998, the figures being inclusive of Savings 
Bank deposits—interest bearing—of the Commonwealth Bank of Aus- 
tralia. Reserves of, coin and bullion exhibit a decrease of £198,129 
during the year, and of £434,383 on the quarter’s transactions. Advances: 
increased by £5,858,943 during the year, and during the quarter by 
£3,031,765. The proportion of cash, bullion, and notes, to total liabilities. 
now stands at 26-7 per cent., as compared with 26:9 per cent. in March 
last year. Included in the cash held is an amount of £10,396,798 
Australian notes, as against £11,040,018 for the previous year. 


Savings Banks—In the two institutions operating in New South Wales 
there were 892,033 depositors, having £41,132,275 on deposit at the end 
of 1917. The deposits show a decrease during the quarter of £155,536. 
The average amount to the credit of each depositor was £46 2s. 3d., 
which is 9s. 10d. per head less than at the end of the previous quarter. 


Mineral Production, 1917.—The value of minerals won in New South Wales: 
during 1917 was equal to £12,564,473, there being a net increase of 
£2,048,617 on the value for 1916. To the total, gold contributed. 
£349,038 ; silver and silver-lead, £4,493,565 ; coal, £4,422,740 ; copper,. 
£814,154; and tin, £373,696. The aggregate value of all minerals 
won up to the end of 1917 is estimated at £285,718,657. 


The gold yield during March, 1918, was 7,528 oz. crude, equal to 
7,125 oz. fine, valued at £30,265, and showed a decrease of 2,497 oz. 
fine, and £10,606 in value, compared with March of last year. The 
value of the gold produced during the three months was £83,486, 
and showed a decrease of 2,826 oz. fine, and £12,003 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54, as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in March, 1918, prices were 36-2 per cent. higher than im 
July, 1914; 1:4 per cent. higher thanin March, 1917; and 1-0 per cent. 
lower than in the preceding month, February, 1918. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
March, 1918, 70°8 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; the same as 
in March, 1917; and 5-0 per cent. lower than in February, WEN. 
Prices of beef and mutton fell about a half-penny per pound ; pork prices 
remained unaltered. There were advances in the prices of bacon, ham, 
eggs, oatmeal, starch, blue, and kerosene; butter showed a slicht 
decline. a‘

Land Selections.—During March, 88 applications were made for 65,836 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 140,026 acres, representing 103 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the number 
of applications has been 212, and the area applied for 124,120 acres. 
The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the Ist 
January is 232,194 acres, representing 202 blocks. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during March was below the normal over two- 
thirds of the State, the average being exceeded only in the far southern 
districts and at scattered places in the Western Division. High 
pressure influences operated against satisfactory rains during the latter 
part of the month. The highest totals recorded were :—Bellingen 
Heads, 1,031; Kiandra, 596; Byron Bay, 579; and Port Macquarie, 
548 points. 

The temperature, generally speaking, was mild to warm during the 
day and cool to cold at night, although at several stations in the 
Western Division the readings reached over 100 degrees, notably at 
Bourke and White Cliffs, each 107 degrees, and Cobar and Wilcannia, 
each 102 degrees. 


Vital Statistics — Sydney and Suburbs — March, 1918.—The births. 
registered numbered 1,484, equal to 22°91 per 1,000 of population ; of 
the total, 771 were males and 713 females. The rate is unsatisfactory, 
as it is 21 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 485, namely, 264 males and 221 females, equal 
to a rate of 7:49 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 26 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 


The infantile mortality was 56°6 per 1,000 births, being 18 per cent. 
below the average for the month of March for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several. 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
March, 453 new buildings, as compared with 532 in March, 1917. 

The total for the three months, January to March, was 1,203, as 
compared with 1,312 during the corresponding period of 1917.
